IONDON, Sept. 8.—Replying

Premier Lloyd George's suggestion 
for the release of MacSwiney and 
other hunger strikers, conditional on 
a guarantee of the cessation of murd- 
ers of policemen in Ireland, seems not 
to be regarded either here or in Dub- 
lin as providing any practical issue 
for the breaking of the deadlock be- 
tween the government and the diffid- 
ent Irishmen, although the belief pre- 
vails in some quarters that it may be 
accepted as an indication of slight 
yielding on the part of the premier 
“from his previous unspeakable at- 
titude.”

Application Decided Entirely 
Upon Necessities of The 
Government Railways 


WINNIPEG, Sept. 7.—J. B. Coyne, 
who represented the Winnipeg board 
of trade at the hearing on the freight 
rates application by the railroads, 
made the following statement to the 
Manitoba Free Press tonight. 

The Ottawa dispatch granting the 
railway rate increases appeare to 
indicate that the application has been 
decided entirely upon the basis of 
the deficit and necessities of the gov- 
ernment railways. That is @ ques- 
tion which is properly within the jur- 
isdiction of the railway board’but is 
one of broad national policy, as stat- 
ed’ by the minister of rallwaye in 
the house of commons in March last, 
and parliament is the only proper 
tribunal for its determination. 

The railway board's power and 
duty is to deal with purely railway 
problems and to apply broad and gen- 
erally recognized principles to facts of 
railway operation brought before it 
and not to deai ‘with political ques- 
tions. As a railway question for de- 
termination of the board, the Canadi- 
an Pacific railway was the only basis 
for consideration, 

The effect of the board's order is 
to impose an additional tranaportation 
tax on every weseterner several times 
as great as on the individual eastern- 
er, although the prairie divisions of 
the Canadian Pacific railway show 
larger earnings the railway yates in 
the west are higher than in the east 
and the expenses are less.

tracts of vacant arable land in the 
north land carry an irresistible appeal | 
to the men of the south. 

As an instance of what it costs to 
farm in Utah, Mr. Larsen states that 
on the free land the cost of obtaining | 
water from the government for irri- 
gation purposes is $200 per acre, while 
the land is all covered with useless 
sage brush which must be cleared be- 
fore any farming can be undertaken. 

Mr. Larsen here made a comparison 
which is probably apropos, by saying 
that in Utah there is not first year 
crop possible, while in the Peace 
country the new comer can at least 
cut a crop of hay from the land the 
first year of his homestead tenure, 
which the visitor states makes a great 
appeal to the men from the south. 

As far as Mr. Larsen can see the 
land in the Peace country is the best 
on the American continent; he has 
taken a homestead in the Fort Vermil- 
ion district, and is now returning to 
the States to bring back his farming | 
implements, stock, and household 
“goods,” . \ 

The Mormon church, according to 
the man from Utah, is making strong 
headway, and in addition to the num- 
bers of people in the U.S.A. who are 
numbered as adherents to the doc- 
trines of the Latter Day Saints, thour- 
ands of immigrants constantly reach 
Salt Lake city from all parts of Ew- 
rope.

In aneawer to inquiries made by Ald. 
Kinney, the city commissioners have 
prepared a statement showing the 
amounts paid. in boulevard mainten- 
ance of late years. | 

In 1911 there were 12.4 mfles of | 
boulevards in the city, and in 1914 
this amount was increased to 29.2 and 
has remained at that figure ever since. 

In 1914 there wae $11,283.16 spent | 
on maintenance, while for the last | 
three years, 1917, 1918 and 1919, the | 
amounts were 3,289, $3,811 and $2,343 | 
respectively. 

In foot frontages this represented 
tax charges in 1914 of 46 cents, and 
for the other three years charges of 
13, 15 and 9 cents respectively.

This hold-up was not made 
under cover. It has been known 
to the Government and the Board 
of Commerce from the beginning.

Up above each eye, inside, of 
course, there is a fiittle gland called 
the tear-gland. This gland is busy 
all the time you are awake making 
tears. As soon as the front of your 
eye becomes dry, or if a particle of 
dust or anything else strikes it, the 
nerves you have there tell the brain, 
and almost at once the eyelid comes 
down ‘with a tear inside of it, and so 
washes the front of your eye clean 
again.
